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TWO BODIES FOUND 


IN ASHES OF STEELE 
HOME AT ENTRANCE | 
LIVE OAK CANYON 


WERE MR. AND MRS. STEELE 
MURDERED OR WERE THEY 
TRAPPED IN THEIR BURNING 
HOME, IS PROBLEM UNSOLVED 








Only a mass of charred and black- 
ened ruins, with hardly a stick of 
wood not burned to bits, two stal- 


wart chimneys stand a solemn guard 
over what remains of the beautiful 
home of Mr. and Mrs. W. M. Steele 
on West 16th street, at the entrance 
to Live Oak Canyon, while within 
the ash heaps are the two burned 
bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Steele. 

The answer to the cause of their 
tragic demise is a matter of consid- 
erable doubt in the minds of friends 
and relatives, many of whom believe 
that the fatalities early Thursday 
morning are due to murder and in- 
cendiarism, but the Sheriff's office of 
Los Angeles County, after a thorough 
investigation, state that there is no 
evidence to support the murder the- 
ory. 

Distillate, with which a rug taken 
from the burning house was satur- 
ated, conveys two different opinions. 
Friends and relatives hold that ma- 
rauders may have poured the inflam- 
mable liquid in the ‘house to speed 
the destruction. Authorities take the 
view that the distillate came from a 
can near a tractor in the yard. 

The Coroner’s office announced last 
night that there would be no in- 
quest. The report from the GSher- 
iff’s office was accepted as clearing 
the case of homicidal possibility. 
Chief Deputy Coroner W. A. Mac- 
Donald stated that it was impossi- 
ble to identify the bodies, and this 
fact also precludes an inquest by 
eliminating the cause for one. 

Workmen spent the entire day yes- 
terday digging into the blackened 
timbers and wreckage of the home 
and sifting the ashes to see what 
equi. be. uncovered. Hundreds. of 
persons congregated about the smol- 
dering pit. 

Elder’s Story of Tragedy 

Here igs the story of the tragedy 
as recounted by Charles’ Elder, 
brother-in-law of Mr. and Mrs. Steele, 
who resides in the adjoining house 
and who discovered the fire: 

“I was awakened shortly before 4 
o’clock in the morning by the crack- 
link of flames and the smell or 
smoke. Glancing out of the window 
I beheld the Steele residence a mass 
of flames. It was possible to enter 
the lower story—strangely enough 
the front door was unlocked, and 
after a quick survey I realized that 
Mr. and Mrs. Steele must be up- 
stairs. The stairway was impassable 
because of the roaring blaze in the 
center of the house. 

“I ran outside, secured a ladder, 
and climbed to the stone pillars 
which were scorching hot, and peered 
into the upper east bedroom. 

“All the bed clothes were ruffled 
and had apparently been occupied, 
but neither of the pair was in the 
room. I could not see into the closet 
or to the stair hallway. It is pos- 
sible that they might have been mur- 
dered and their bodies placed in the 
closet or the hallway. 

“By this time some of the ranch- 
men arrived with ladders, and we 
searched every room not swept by 
the flames. Some of us were over- 
come by the heat and smoke. Carl 
Clifton, who climbed a ladder to the 
bedroom window, noticed that the 
dresser drawers were pulled open. 
I am convinced that Mr. and Mrs. 
Steele were murdered and the house 
set on fire to destroy evidence of 
the crime.” 

Light was supplied by Bd 
and the house was heated by means 
of a gas furnace in the basement. 

The remains of the victims were 
found in the basement near the gas 
furnace. Apparently the couple had 
fallen there when the upper floor 
crashed in and was consumed. 

Near the vertebrae said to be those 
of Steele was found his 30.30 rifle 
with the firing pin cocked. 

Among the ruins was also a 12- 
gauge pump gun, with one exploded 
shell ejected and another exploded 
shell still in the chamber. These 
might easily have been exploded by 
the heat.

San Bernardino County's new pro- 
hibition ordinance, now being drafted 
by District Attorney T. W. Duck- 
worth, will the home 
it became definitely 


yesterday. The new ordinance will 
make it illegal for any person to 
manufacture liquor, and will give the 
definition of ‘manufacture’ to in- 
clude any and every system or 
method that is or may be employed 
in and way producing any liquor 
containing one-half of 1 per cent, or 
more, of alcohol. 

Only territory outside of incor- 
porated cities is affected, although 
San Bernardino and ail other cities 
will be asked to adopt a similar ordi- 
nance. 

The measure will draw the lines so 
closely on the handling of liquor that 
bootlegging will be accomplished un- 
der risks hitherto unknown to law 
violators. 

Under the new ordinance it will be 
illegal to do any of the following 
things with liquor: 

Manufacture, 

Sell, 

Barter, 

Transport, 

Deliver, 

Furnish to another, 

Purchase, 

Possess or have in possession. 

There are only two exceptions. A 
person holding a permit from the 
United States government may han- 
dle liquor as the permit provides, 
and a person may have liquor in his 
private dwelling, provided such liquor 
is for use only for the personal con- 
sumption of the owner and his fam- 
ily residing in such dwelling and his 
bona fide guests. 

District Attorney Duckworth will 
submit the ordinance to the board of 
supervisors probably next Monday if 
his court duties give him sufficient 
time to complete the document. 

The adoption of the new ordmance 
would result in increased vigilance 
by officers. Under the present ar- 
rangement the government 1s the 
only institution which can assess 
fines for manufacture of liquor, and 
consequently all the revenue from 
the moonshine cases govs to the gov- 
ernment instead of the county. The 
county is therefore not expending 
any large amount of money fn an 
effort to’ capture persons who can 
be convicted only on the charge of 
manufacturing liquor. 

The county’s new ordinances will 
contain the prohibition against man- 
ufacture, and make mere possession, 
unless in a man’s private dwelling, 
sufficient evidence for a conviction. 

The measure will make it unlawful 
for any person to maintain or have 
in his possession any room, house, 
building, boat, vehicle or structure 
where intoxicating liquor 1s manufac- 
tured, kept, sold or offered for sale, 
given away or furnished to another. 
In other words a burden is placed 
on the owner of any establishment to 
see to it that liquor is not sold. 

Another clause will prohibit any 
person to permit any room or struc- 
ture under his contro! to be used for 
the manufacture or sale or other han- 
dling of liquor. 

In the case of conviction of a per- 
son for permitting liquor to be il- 
legally handled in his room or other 
structure, the building may be sold 
to pay the fines and costs assessed 
against the person guilty of so un- 
lawfully using any such property or 
place. 

The ordinance will contain a clause 
prohibiting any person from having 
in his possession any intoxicating 
liquor in use, used or intended to be 
used, in violation of the ordinance, 
or have in possession any material 
or equipment being used or to be 
used for the purpose of manufactur- 
ing intoxicating liquor. 

The Sheriff and his deputies are 
| given the right of seizure of liquor 
and vehicle when they discover any 
person in the act of illegally trans- 
porting intoxicants. The vehicle may 
be sold to pay costs and fines. An- 
other cause gives the Sheriff the 
right to seize intoxicating liquor 
wherever he may find it when it is 
used for an illegal purpose. 

The penalty for violation is fixed 
at up to $600 fine and up to seven 
months in jail, or both. For second 
offense the ordinance provides a fine 
of not less than $100 and not more 
imprisonment of not 
less than 380 days or more. than 
210 days in jail.

IF YOU WOULD ENJOY LIFE 


N AN address before the conven- 

tion of three medical societies in 
Chicago Dr. Edwin Antisdale of Chi- 
cago gave the following advice: “Cut 
out meat and be happy. If you would 
enjoy life in its highest form, with 
good health, the ability to think 
clearly, with freedom from anger and 
other disagreeable traits, cut out the 
meat diet and eat plenty of spinach, 
cabbage and celery.

SHOULD OWN THEIR HOMES 
; HILE discussing the need of 

houses in Upland this morning a 
local banker said: “I would advise 
any man who is paying rent to 
build a home of his own. And he 
should do it now. He can not afford 
to continue paying rent to some one 
else; he should ‘be paying it to him- 
self, Rents are high at the present 
time, and they will continue high for 
some time to come. The house owner 
must have them high to protect him- 
self against possible changes that 
may come. We are not anticipating 
that prices will drop to any great 
extent right away, but the owner is 
justified, to a certain extent, {n pro- 
tecting himself. With such a condi- 
tion of affairs a man should be pay- 
ing rent to himself.

You can not say too much on 
this phase of the question. Upland 
has made strides in this” direction 
during the past year, but not to such 
an extent that it should have done. 

“A building campaign now will 
provide more houses for the visitors 
and new citizens we should have 
this coming Fall. You are right in 
saying that Southern California can 
hardly overbuild when people all 
over the United States are looking 
this way. The cities that have car- 
ried out the largest building pro- 
grams are the cities that have grown 
the fastest. With the co-operation of 
all the citizens of Upland we ought 
to make a growth this coming year 
that will mean much to this entire 
section.”
